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Think About It 
Special Children 


During the last two m onths, the Indiana D epart­ 
m ent of Public Instruction has been searching for 
“ sp ecial” children These children are the physically, 
m entally, and em otionally handicapped youngsters in 
the state who are not now receiving the benefits of 
free public education 


E very child in Indiana has the right to a free public 
education, even a special child with severe han­ 
dicaps This right was clearly established by law in 
Indiana's Education Services Act of 1969 


The law has paved the way for expansion program s 
for handicapped children, as well as new approaches 
to special education throughout the state. It has put 
Indiana in a far better position to serve these children 
than ever before. 


School program s are of little use, how ever, unless 
every special child is in school and benefits from the 
program s available And it costs every one of us when 
a handicapped child does not get this education. 


It takes approxim ately $2,500 a year to teach a child 
in the public schools F or m ost handicapped children, 
that schooling can m ean the difference between 
becom ing productive citizens who contribute to 
public funds and becom ing a burden on our society. In 
som e cases, that burden could tran slate into a state 
cost of approxim ately $250,000 for a lifetim e of in­ 
stitutionalization 


Even from a strictly econom ic viewpoint, then, it is 
of ex trem e im portance that the schools know who the 
m issing children are. If the schools can find these 
special children, they can help them . And in doing so, 
help us all. 


Anyone having, or knowing of. a special child, from 
pre-school to age 21 who is not currently enrolled in a 
special education program should notify the local 
school. Rush County has been fortunate in that they 
have a very fine special education program that 
m eets m any of the needs T here are. how ever, m any 
m ore that could be helped.

Slipping Exports

WASHINGTON (UPI) - F arm exports in 
the 1977 fiscal year which opens Oct I could 
slip "som ew hat” from the current y ear’s 
expected record of near $22 billion, but 
adm inistration ana.ysts say in a new report 
that they’re not foreclosing the possibility of 
a change in the outlook 
The report also disclosed that experts 
have m ade another slight 
cut 
in 
their 
forecast of exports for the current season, 
which once stood at $22 7 billion and was 
trim m ed to $22 I billion in February The 
latest report put the estim ate at 
$219 
billion, largely because of a drop in grain 
export estim ates. 
As 
things 
stand 
now, 
a 
report 
by 
Agriculture D epartm ent 
specialists 
says, 
overseas sales of A m erican grains and other 
farm products are likely to decline in the 
coming 
year 
because 
current 
prospects 
point to an increase in global harvests in the 
1976-77 season 
"But it is still very early in the growing 
season, and the possibilities do exist for poor 
w eather 
this 
sum m er 
for 
N o r t h e r n 
H em isphere crops,” the report cautioned 
"N orthern p arts of W estern Europe are 
now experiencing very dry conditions which 
could be detrim ental to grain production," 
the experts said. Other potential pitfalls to 
an increased global harvest in the coming 
year include the possibility that growing 
conditions might turn out poor next winter 
in the Southern Hem isphere or that monsoon 
rains in p arts of Asia might not be adequate

Com pared with F ebruary figures, officials 
said current season export estim ates have 
been reduced for wheat but increased for 
soybeans and corn. The report said livestock 
product exports will be up 13 per cent from 
last year and fruits and vegetables up 19 per 
cent.
